In the main the bodies of the victims were 
not badly mutilated. Here and ther> was 
a case of sickening mutilation, as in the in- 
Stance of a man who had his throat cut 
by a preee of flying glass, which the wind 
had blown with terrific force. Another poor 
fellow had his body thrust well nigh through 
and through by a piece of /x4 seantiinz. 
In other cases the features of the dead were 
barely recognizable on account of the blood. 


PATH 200 YARDS YARD. 


Some of the Buildings Which Stood in 
the Storm’s Course. 


FORT SMITH, Ark., Jan, 12..—The tor2ado 
crossed the Poteau River and swept the 
National Cemetery, laying low the walls 


and demolishing the residence of R. G. 
Baldwin. Its path was about 200 yards 
wide, and for the distance across the re- 
serve to Ninth street, where it struck Gar- 
rison avenue, it left devastation in its wake. 
The brick building owned by Fagan Bour- 
land was shattered and the east end of ihe 
two-story frame just north of it was blown 
completely out. Across the street was the 
old frame building known as the Welling- 
ton Hotel. It was completely demolished. 
Only a heap of debris marks where it stood. 
Twenty-five people were in the house at the 
time and by a miracle all escaped unin- 
jured., | 
The house occupied by George Carter, 
formerly engineer at the Grand  Opera- 
house, was turned completely upside down 
and stands that way, as evidence of 'the 
terrific power of the hurricane. Mr. Carter 
was killed outright, a jagged pane of glass 
nearly severing his head from his body.

The Choctaw reservation borders on the 
town limits, and the Government gave to 
Fort Smith the site of the old fort which 
had been abandoned. On this a handsome 
custom-housg and court-house were erect- 
ed. The steady growth of the town con- 
tinued, and it now has a population of 15,000 
and is the second largest city in the State. 
It has four banks—the American National, 
Merchants’, First National and Fort Smith 
National, all in a flourishing condition, 
It has an electric street railway and a 
horse car system, waterworks, gas and an 
electric light and power plant and two ice 
factories 

It- has a large wholesale grocery trade, 
being the distributing point for the Indian 
Territory and the smaller towns in North- 
west Arkansas. Besides the facilities af- 
forded by the Frisco and Little Rock & 
Fort Smith Railways, it is only 16 miles 
from Wister, the junction of the Choctaw, 
Oklahoma & Gulf and the Frisco road. 

Some of its merchants are millionaires. 
The principal wholesale, firms are: W. J. 
Beckles & Co., Reynolds, Davis & Co., Fos- 
ter & Co., B. Baer & Co., and the largest 
retail house is the ‘Boston Store, owned by 
Baer, Stix & Fuller of the Grand-Leader of 
Louis. Ballmann & Cummings manu- 
acture furniture on a large scale, and 
there are a number of sash and door and 
other wood-working plants, saw mills and 
lumber yards. The principal gotels are the 
Hotel Maine and the Grand Central, both 
thoroughly modern, up-to-date city hostel- 
ries, 

The principal atreets are paved with vit- 
rifled brick and have granitoid sidewalks. 
A national cemetery is located there, 

Fort Smith was for yeags a very paradise 
for lawyers. All the criminal trials of the 
Indian Territory were held there, and the 
United States Court’ was in perpetual ses- 
sion, One term ran into another and there 
were no vacations, At the close of each 
term thege used to be a wholesale hanging, 
the victims ranging in numbers from two 
to six. Judge Parker became famous as 
the judge who had pronounced the death 
sentence on more felons than any judg? 
who ever lived in history. This is some- 
what changed now, as the criminal juris- 
diction for the territory has b@en taken 
away from the Fort Smith court.

BOYCE’S METEORIC CAREER. 


Has Been a Book Agent and a General 
Promoter. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—Col. H. H. Boyce, 
the New Yorker whose name has been so 
prominently paraded in the alleged attempt 
to bribe Representative Otis of Cincinnati 
to vote for Mark A. Hanna for United 
States Senator, has had quite a meteoric 
career. He served in the War of the Re- 
bellion and was credited with the frequent 
display of great personal bravery. In one 
engagement he was shot in the head, and 
still carries an ugly scar under the left eye. 

For several vears he taught school at 
Franklin, Ind., resigning to accept an offer 
from Van Antwerp, Bragg & Co., now 
known as the American Book Company. 
Boyce had the agency of the business in 
Michigan and Illinois, and gradually ex- 
tended his field of operations, and was 
working industriously for his employers in 
California at the time that Dennis Kearney 
was trying to establish a State printing 
house. Boyce’s expense account wag enor- 
mous, as itehad always been. 

President Ambrose of the American Rook 
Co. to-day admitted that Boyce had been 
a very expensive agent, but denied that 
$50,000 was sent to him to use in California. 

When the Kearney measure passed 
Boyce’s bills were paid and he resigned. 
Boyce was next heard from at Los Angeles, 
where he was associated with Harrison 
Gray Otis in the publication of the Times. 
Otis {ss alleged to have made serlous 
charges against Boyce, which resulted ina 
dissolution of the partnership.

A NATIONAL HIGHWAY, 


IMPROVEMENT OF THE MISSIS- 
SIPPI RIVER IS NOT MERELY 
A LOCAL MATTER. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 12.—The 8t. 
Iouis delegation was heard this morning 
by the House Committee on River and Har- 
bors on the deep water problem for the Mis- 
sissippi River. Gov. Francis and Mr. Cobb 
both spoke. Gov. Francis said that while 


he came to represent the St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ Exchange he wanted to protest 
against the New Orleans wees being con- 
sidered a local question. It was one which 
was of national ‘mportance. ‘The action 
of you getniemen,”’ said he, “in dealing 
with the Mississipp! River transportation 
question regulates the cost of transporta- 
tion and the price of corn and wheat 
throughout the country.” He sad it was 
competition in transportation which gave 
benefit to the producer, and by every half 
or quarter cent per bushel in the reduction 
of rates thousands of dollars was saved the 
grain raisers of the United States. One 
cent a bushel saved on wheat, oats and 
corn transportation of the ceuntry meant 
at least $3,000,000 to the men who ral 
the crops. 

Gov. Francie said that &4 per cent of the 
total wheat crop, 78 per cent of the corn 
and 75 per cent of the oat crop of this coun- 
try came from the States tributary to the 
Mi-siasippi Valley and this was proof posi- 
tive that the question was not a local one. 

At considerable length Gov. Francis 
strongly argued for immediate action on the 
problem of deep water at the Gulf and he 
demonstrated emphatically that as the 
West produced 75 per cent of the exports of 
the United States it was deeply interested 
in the plan for going after freight rates. 

“We want this deep water, and we must 
have it,”’ eaid be. “It is entirely {n your 
power to grant it to us and the interests of 
the Western and Southern producers de- 
mand it.’’ 

Gov. Francis said by an expenditure of 
$4.000.000 the Government could give the 
requisite depth of water, which was a mere 
bagatelle when compared with the interests 
at stake. 

In closing, Gov. Francis said that the 
Mississippi River did not belong to New 
Orleans or to St. Louis. It was the Western 
highway of commerce, and the people 
wanted it kept open to all-commerce from 
the interior to tidewater, 

Mr Cobb and Capt. Mason both spoke 
briefly, but effectively, and the hearing 
closed at noon.

afterward subdivided—on paper—and called 
‘Clifton Heights Addition to St, Louis.”’ 

Le Roy Dennis formerly worked for J. C. 
Yancey and Lyon were heralded 
as the purchasers of many thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of lots in the new addition. A 
blue print plot of the alleged addition hung 
in their office. Mr. Yancey said he did not 
know Le Roy Dennis, and that it was his 
partner who had dealings with him. 

The representative of Truxeau & Co. 
opened an office in the Security Building 
about the same time Clarence Hillman’s 
company opened up in the Roe Building. 
The cigar man advertised for salesmen. 
They were to sell and collect and receive 
$40 a month and 20 per cent commission. 
They were required to give bond, and the 
Missouri Realty and Surety Bond Co. made 
the bonds, although it was not an incor- 
porated company and its bonds offered to 
other concerns were rejected. Mr. Hillman 
received $10 per bond. Mr. Yancey formerly 
sold an inebriate cure. He required his 
salesmen to give bond. Mr. Hillman and a 
partner went on the bonds. The salesmen 
complained they could not sell the cure and 
they were out the fee for the bond. 

It is a coincidence that these different con- 
cerns should all vacate their offices about 
the same time. 

Mr. Hillman did not show up at his office 
after Saturday. Wednesday morning some 
one came along and moved all the office 
furniture. Then the office was cleaned and 
locked, to await another tenant, 

There have been a number of anxious in- 
quiries for Mr. Hillman, including some 
creditors. Among others was J. E. Lindze- 
nich of 119 South Eleventh street. He traded 
a fur coat and threw in some cash to boot, 
representing about $400, he says, in a trade 
for six lots in ““Manufacturing Addition,” 
Forty-ninth and Jackson streets, Denver, 
Colo. He has the title to the lots, but has 
no abstract, and he wants to see Mr. Hill- 
man to find out more about his purchase, 
Half a dozen callers declared they have 
been swindled just because Mr. Hillman has 
gone and failed to leave his address. Most 
of them had engaged in ‘‘deals’’ and had 
titles to lands of which they knew nothing. 
Mr. Hillman said that he had traded most 
of the $250,000 worth of trust deeds on the 
Clifton Heights (St. Louis County) prop- 
erty for wild lands. If these inquirers will 
possess their souls with patience they will 
pr ges ascertain the real value of the 
ands they have titles to. 


TRANSMISSISSIPPL STAMPS. 


Subjects to Be Illustrated by the Gov- 
ernment. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The authorities 
of the Postoffice Department have deter- 
mined upon the subjects which shall be il- 
lustrated upon the new series of postage 
stamps to be issued by the department in 
commemoration of the Lbs gprs apr pe and 
International Exposition to be opened on the 
first of next June at Omaha. They are 
illustrative of the conditions, progress and 
accomplishments of the great West from its 
discovery to our own day. 
The series comprises nine denominations 
of stamps as follows: 

One cent—The discovery of the Mississippi 
River by Marquette. 

Two cent—An Indian chief. 

Four cent—A buffalo hunt!ng scene 

Five cent—The pathfinder, being a picture 
of Fremont raising the flag on the summit 
of the Rockies. 

Eight cent—A train of emigrants crossing 
the plains, 

Ten cent—A mining scene, 

Fifty cent—A cowboy and cattle, 

Dollar—A harvesting scene or a great 
at wie. F m fil. 

Two dollar—The Rock Island bridge, show. 
ing part of the city of Omaha, 
The director of the mint, who is required 
by special act of Congress to prepare the 
commemorative or souvenir medals for 
this enterprise, has to-day approved the 
subjects to be illustrated and artists are 
now preparing the designs. 
The reverse wili be a group comprising a 
mounted Indian spearing a buffalo.

The Illinois Legislature is struggling with 
the subject of punishment for false returns in 
taxation. Not only should the tax dodgers of 
Illinois be punished, but corrupt and extrava- 
gant legislators should also be severely dealt 


with. 


TEST THE LAW. 

Legal opinions differ as to the constitution- 
ality of the Julian law, but agree that a decision 
declaring it valid would sweep away all the 
franchises granted in violation of the law. 

The situation emphasizes the folly and the 
wrong of the conduct of the Municipal Assem- 
bly in ignoring a mandate of the State Legisla- 
ture, embodied in a statute, because, in the 
opinion of the City Counselor, it was not consti- 
tutional. Neither the law of the State nor of 
the city stands on the opinion of the City Coun- 
selor. A legislative statute is valid and of bind- 
ing force so long as it is not declared invalid by 
the courts. 

Sound public policy was doubly assaulted in 
the Municipal Assembly’s ignoring of ‘the Ju- 
lian law. Not only did the Assembly disregard 
a law which had not been declared invalid by 
the courts, but in doing so it rejected a method 
of disposing of franchises which offered a 
measure of protection to the city. 

In short, it ignored the method prescribed by 
law, which was favorable to tne interests of 
the people, to adopt an apparently illegal 
method favorable to franchise grabbers and to 
boodlers. 

It placed on the people the burden of proving 
valid a law for their protection, instead of for- 
cing the men who sought to set aside the law 
for their private gain to prove that it was not 
constitutional. 

It is to be hoped that Attorney-General Crow 
will persist In his reported intention to test the 
law. A declaration of its validity, with the un-

John M. Dickson Makes a Statement of His 
Understanding as to Its Present Status. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

As you were good enough to allot so large a 
part of your valuable Sunday edition to the mat- 
ter of the Dickson estate, I assume it has sufficient 
public interest to be correctly presented. I regret 
to gay that you wholly misconceived the contro- 
versy, which has indeed a public interest. The 
fight made in the Supreme Court was to vindicate 
the legal right of the Probate Court to have ad- 
ministered under its fmmediate supervision the 
whole and every part of the estate of dec@éased per- 
sons. In this I have been completely successful. 

The interest of a deceased partner’s estate in the 
partnership is as much a part of hig estate as any 
other asset he might have at his death. The con- 
test in this case was between the Probate Court 
and the administrator of Charles K. Dickson and 


Murdoch & Dickson, on the one hand, and the 
Circuit Court—not John G. Priest—on the other. 
The question was, whether the Circuit Court could 
have this estate administered under its supervision 
Without any reference to the estate of Charles K. 
Dickson, or whether that duty was devolved ex- 
ciusively by the statute upon the Probate Court and 
in connection with the estate of Charles K. Dick- 
son, which was being administered there. The Su- 
preme Court held that it was exclusively the right 
and duty of the Probate Court to contro] and su- 
pervise the administration in connection with and 
“aS a part of the estate of the dead partner. Be- 
cause the law required this, the Supreme Court 
held that no surviving partner could devolve a 
trust Pa be gern epee in the Probate Court upon 
an assignee, Who must account for 

the Circuit Court, ~~ 

The deed being vold from the first, and all pro- 
ceedings thereunder, as declared by the Supreme 
Court, the incidental result was that the whole 
partnership estate ag it existed in 1873, consisting 
largely of rea] estate, now valued at more than 
$100,000—vested at once, by this judgment, in the 
administrator of the partnership estate. It is now 
the duty of that administrator to take and sue 
for the possession of the whole estate and to ad- 
minister it under the orders of the Probate Court 
and in cognection with the estate of Charles K. 
Dickson, Which also, by virtue of this judgment, 
is reopened, 

Our immediate purpose is to have the Circuit 
Court obey this oe incidental to the obe- 
dience of which jis its order requiring Priest to 
restore to the administrator what he bas how on 
hand, viz., about $10,000.

“It is mortifying in the extreme,” she sald, 
‘to know that I am ina charitable institu- 
tion and my husband in another. I would not 
discuss our family affairs had not Mr. Tay- 
jor already told you so much. All he said 
is quite true, He is descended from both 
Gen. Zachary Taylor and Izaak Walton, 
and is related to many prominent Tennessee- 
ans. 

‘‘We were married in California ten years 
ago. He was not wealthy then, but had 
been and was in easy circumstances. I was 
born in Scotland, and my parents died early 
and I came to America with relatives. I 
learned dressmaking and was working at 
my business when I met and marr‘ed Mr. 
Taylor. I was never married before.”’ 

Mr. J. J. O’Brien, Secretary of the John 
O’Brien Boiler Works, exhibited Taylor's in- 
vention to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“The account of the invention as pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch is correct,’ he 
said. ‘It is true the old gentleman has the 
invention patented in all the countries he 
states, but I doubt if he ever makes much 
out of it. Heis daft on the scheme. 

“There is a new idea involved and there is 
something init. But the machine is so cost- 
ly that it is hardly practical. The main idea 
is to save fuel and water. He claims that 
his machine will cut the fuel and water bills 
in half. I do not think it will do that, but 
it will no doubt reduce them. 

‘His invention is a complicated concern. 
It consists of three tanks, one above the 
other, and all the same size. The middle 
tank is filled with coils of pipe. One big 
pipe leads into this middle tank, All the ex- 
haust steam pipes in the plant lead into it, 
thus all the exhaust steam is conducted 
back to the tank. At one end is a gmall 
engine that operates a blower. This opens 
into the top tank into which a stream of 
cold water constantly pours. The cold air 
and cold water coming in contact with the 
pipes condenses the vapors and the water 
woes Into the lower tank, The air pumped 
in becomes heated from its contact with 
the hot pipes and it is forced through an- 
other pipe amd into the furnace, while the 
water, Which igs warm also, is pumped into 
the boiler. 

“There is nothing new about the idea of 
thus utilizing the waste water, but the 
idea of retaining the heat is new. It has 
its good points, but I fear the expense of 
the machine is too great. 

“We built the machine for him. Hle 
came here a few months ago and gub- 
mitted his plans. He said he had the money 
to build it. Before it was finished his money 
gave out and that is the reason it remains 
us it is. He has had several capitalists 
look at it, but they would not advance 
money on the thing until they saw it in 
working order and knew it was a success.” 


ZIEGENHEIN WINS HIS CASE. 


The School Board Must Pay $15,603.11 
for Collecting Taxes. 


Judge John A. Talty handed down a very 
important decision Wednesday morning in 
the case of the Board of Education against 
Henry Ziegenhein. 

The suit was to recover commissions al- 
leged to have been unlawfully retained by 


Ziegenhein, as collector, for collecting mer- 
chants’ and manufacturers’ licenses for the 
plaintiff's predecessor. 

The plaintiff contended that the defend- 
ent Was entitled only to retain one-half 
of 1 per cent commission on 80 per cent of 
the total amount levied, and 1 per cent 
on the amount from 8 to 9 per cent, and 


2 per cent on the amount from 95 to 100 per 
cent, or, as stated in figures, $3,380.67 for 
collecting $520,108.96. 

The defendant claimed he was entitled to 
8 per cent, or $16,603.11. 

Three questfons are presented under the 
facts in the agreed case: 

l. What commission is the defendant en- 
titled to? 

2. Is the statute of limitation of three 
a & bar to all items preceding that pe- 
riod: 

3. Under the facts is plaintiff estopped 
from further asserting any claim against 
cefendant? 

Judge Talty decides the case in favor of

Two thunderstorms is what this January 
has furnished eo far, upsetting all rules of 
the Weather Bureau and causing even the 
blase Frankenfield to volunteer the remark, 
“Queer weather we are having, isn’t it?” 

The second thunderstorm visited St. Louls 
Tuesday night and early Wednesday morn- 
ing. The first was an early arrival Sunday 
morning, but it ‘was not the ear-splitting, 


sleep-disturbing storm that the latest was. 

The storm Wednesday morning wag a 
regular August deluge, with lightning, 
crashes, ‘high wind and all the other mid- 
summer tremmings. 

Previous to 1898 there had not been a 
thunder storm recorded for January since 
1890. For the last 26 years the total of Janu- 
y thunderstorms is four. 

anuary, 1898, with one-half of the total 

thunderstorms for more than a quarter of a 
century is doing well, eh? 
: The advance agent of the big storm came 
along at 10 o’clock Tuesday evening. There 
was a furious rain, which soon turned into 
hail. A stiff wind was blowing and the hall 
stones were dashed against the windows 
and tops of houses with force sufficient to 
wake many of the sleeping occupants. 

The disturbance died away after half an 
hour and the night was quiet until mid- 
night. At 12 o’clock two deafening crashes 
of thunder burst from the heavens. The 
reports were preceded by forked lightning, 
and for the next hour there was an uninter- 
rupted rumble of thunder. 

At 1:10 o'clock, according to the official 
time of the weather office, the storm burst 
in all its violence. A 26-mile wind was 
blowing, and for 10 minutes the rain poured 
down in such quantity that .% of an inch 
Was recorded by the government observer's 
instruments. This precipitation, Dr. Frank- 
enfield says, is considered rather heavy for 
such a brief period even at any time of the 
year. 

Unseasonably warm weather followed in 
the wake of the summer storm of the early 
morning and at‘10 o’clock Wednesday the 
mereury showed 656 degrees. The average 
temperature for the Januarys Known to Bt. 
Loulsans is 2% degrees. This summer 
weather will not last long. Dr. Franken- 
fleld says it will gradually grow colder un- 
til by Thursday morning the thermometer 
will show a drop of 2% degrees or more. 

“Tha storms have beeen heavy all through 
Arkansas, Tennessee, Illinois and Missouri, 
and in many places were accompanied by 
thunder,” said. Dr. Frankenfleld Wednes- 
day morning. “‘Warm weather and more or 
less heavy rains prevail all the way to the 
Atlantic, except right on the coast, but 
they'll get there yet. Our wires from Fort 
Smith are etill down and we have not had 
advices regarding the weather conditions | 
before the cyclone there. 

“In the western part of Missouri ani} 
throughout Kanéas the thermometer is go- 
ing down steadily, and has already reached 
the freezing point.’”’ 


California Cold Storm. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 12.—During 
the Jast twenty-four hours a cold storm has 
swept almost over the entire State of Cali- 
fornia. Snow has fallen in many counties, 
the semi-tropical belt not being exempt, 
and rain, which was badly needed, has come 
in sufficient quant ties to dege dy ell grow- 
ers of cereals. The weather is still coid, 
but the {midications favor a rise of temper- 
ature, and fruit growers are confident that 
no injury will result.

Dr. Henry S. Chase was born in Vermont, 
Oct. 6, 1820. He was married in Boston be- 
fore the war and came to St. Louis at the 
close of the war. Part of his boyhood had 
been spent in Iowa and Wisconsin and 
where with a boy’s love for the wilds he 
had gained the friendship of Indians and 
had been imbued with the Indian's love of 
individuality. He kept the tone of that 
teaching through his life, hdicing in spite 
of all opposition to beliefs which the mass 
of his acquaintances held in contempt and 
doing whatever seemed right to him to do. 
But he never iacked friends for he had in 
him that quality which won men and 
women to lean on him and tel] him their 
heart secrets. He had ths gentleness of 
a woman, the sympathy of an ideal priest. 

He was the first dentist in St. Louis, and 
for years was one of the leaders in h’s 
profession in the country. He devised 
many improvements fn means and methods 
which he gave to the profession and which 
might have made h!m wealthy had he ‘n- 
sisted on this legal right as discoverer and 
inventor. He was a vegetarian in theory 
and practice, a pioneer among cremation- 
ists, an in season and out of season advo- 
cate of the land gosnel of Henry George,

Pa Chase died last midnight in his home , and in his last years a spiritualist, who 


believing he had mapped the land beyond 
death, hoped only for the day when he 
might travel through that land.

His son, ‘Harry, died a dozen 
years ago, after gaining fame as a painter 
of marine subjects, and it was he who be- 
came the father’s guide and teacher, This 
story, told at length in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch, aroused wide interest and made 
Pa Chase the center of a. gpiritualistic 
group, which acepted his gospel.

A. Drew. who led the fight for the !mprove- 
ment, stating that if the widening was to 
involve the city in a lengthy and costly lawe 
suit, as predicted by the ©.ty Counselor, he 
would withdraw his acivcacy. 

Mr. Judy declared that he did not under- 
stand the change of front by members on 
the bill. It Was 
the Board of Public 
passed the Council without a dissenting 
vote, and the House was in special haste 
to pass it, until some of tne interested mil- 
lionaire land owners had ‘argued’ with 
them. 

He was not in favor of permitting a few 
pennywise property Owners to stand in the 
way of public improvements. Members 
who had suddenly found reasons for op- 
posing the bill were among the loudest in 
their professions of a progressive policy 
for the city, but all at once they turned 
a deaf ear to a great popular demand and 
a very willing ear to two or three in- 
terested individuals.

TOOUST JUOGEBLND 


JUDGE ROMBAUER FILES A FOR. 
MAL APPLICATION WITH THE 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


WHAT BECAME OF THE $1,000? 


Proceedings Will Be Instituted to De- 
termine the Facts of North’s With- 
drawal From the Populist Ticket. 


Roderick BEB. Rombauer, ex-Judge of the 
Court of Appeals, has forwarded to At- 
torney-General Crow an application for the 
institution of proceedings of ouster against 
Charles C. Bland, Judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals, 

This is the outcome of the scandal raised 
by the withdrawal of Judge North from the 


Populist ticket, the subsequent publication 
of Judge Biland’s letters showing the pay. 
ment of $1,000 in connection with the with- 
drawal and Judge North's appointment as 
Reporter of the Court. 

In a card to the public Judge Rombauer 

says: 

A request numerously signed has been pre- 
sented to me to request the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the State to proceed against Judge 
Bland of the St. Louis Court of Appeals for 
a violation of the act to prevent corrupt prac- 
tices in elections. Since I am the only per- 
son who under the provisions of the act can 
initiate the institution of civil proceedings in 
the premises, I have complied with the re- 
quest, and have this day forwarded to the At- 
torney General my statement and application. 
I trust the suit will be instituted and pros- 
ecuted to termination, without a spirit of per- 
secution on the one hand and on the other, 
and if an offense has been committed, without 
any attempt to shield the offender. Above all 
I trust that the question will not be treated as 
f party question. The purity of elections, and, 
above all, the purity of judicial elections, is a 
subject which rises far above party considera- 
tions, and one in which all good citizens have 
4 common interest. The passage of the cor- 
rupt practices act is an indication that the 
law-giving power has fully realized the neces- 
sity of additional safeguards to protect that 
purity. If the act is meaningless {it should be 
repealed; if defective, it should be amended; 
if sufficient, it should be enforced. But wheth- 
er it be either of these can be ascertained only 
by putting it to a practical test. 

The application referred to reads as fol- 
Ows: 

To the Hon. Ed C. Crow, Attorney-General 
of the State of Missouri: Sir—Tursuant to sec- 
tion 10 of an act of the General Assembly of 
the State of Missouri entitled An act to pre- 
vent corrupt practices in elections, to limit the 
expenses of candidates, and provide penalties 
and remedies for the violation of this act, ap- 
proved March 31, 1893, the undersigned, Rod- 
erick E. Rombauer, presents to you the follow 
ing statement and application: 

At the general election held in the State of 
Missouri, under the laws of said State, on the 
6th day of November, 1806, the undersigned was 
a candidate for judge of the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals, and one Charles ©. Bland was likewise 
a candidate for said office. At said election, ac- 
cording to the official count, said Bland re- 
ceived 172,591 votes, which constituted a ma- 
jority of all the votes cast at said election for 
said office. He was thereupon declared duly 
elected, was commissioned for a term of twelve 
years, assumed the duties of said office and atill 
exercises the same. The undersigned received 
at said election 159,168 votes, according to the 
official count, which number was the next high- 
est number cast for apy person for said office 
at said election. 

The undersigned now charges that at the elec- 
tion held then and there said Charles C. Bland 
was guilty of divers violations of the said act 
of the General Assembly of the State of Mis- 
souri, approved March 31, 1893, and as spect- 
fications of such violations the undersigned 
states and charges: 

1. That said Bland paid the sum of $1000 to 
one Samuel B. Cook, with intent that the same 
was wholly or in part to be expended in secur- 
ing the retirement from the canvass of one 
John W. North, the candidate for said office of 
a political party different from the one which 
nominated seid Bland, and with intent that the 
money thus paid should be used to induce the 
said North and his political friends to cast their 
votes for him, the said Bland, for said office 
at said election, and that said votes were ac- 
tually thus secured for said Bland, which would 
otherwise haye been given ‘to said North, 

2. That at said election, to-wit, after the 
various parties had nominated their candidates 
for judge of said St. Louis Court of Appeals, 
the said Bland promised the said North that if 
he, the said North, would retire from the said 
canvass in favor of him, the said Bland, that 
he, the said Bland, would use his influence to 
have him, -the~said North, appointed to the 
office of reportér of the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals, which office is a public office of great 
value, to-wit, of the value of $2,000 per an- 
num, requires skill and capacity, and should be 
bestowed on the most worthy and competent 
person, regardless of other considerations. That 
thereupon said North, induced by said promise, 
did retire from said canvass, whereby a great 
many votes were secured to said Bland which 
would otherwise have been given to said North. 

8. That said Bland at said election, to-wit: 
After the various parties had nominated their 
candidates for the office of Judge of the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals did promise to one Ar- 
thur B. Rozelle, who was then and there the 
Chairman of the State Central Committee of 
the People’s party, that if he, the said Rozelle, 
would secure the withdrawal of the said John 
W. North’s name from the ticket of the said 
People’s party, and cause the substitution of 
the said Charles P. Bland’s name on said ticket 
in place of the name of the said John W. North, 
that then he, the said Bland would pay to the 
said Rozelle the sum of $1000, and that there- 
upon the said Rozelle, with his confederates, 
did secure such withdrawal and substitution, 
whereby very many votes were secured for said 
Bland which would otherwise have been given 
for said North. 

4. That the said Bland, shortly preceding the 
gaid election, did promise to and agree with one 
Henry W. Bond, or else had a tacit under- 
standing with him, the said Bond, who was 
then and there a Judge of the said St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, that if he. the said Bond, 
would aid bim in carrying out his said bond 
to said North, that he, the said Bond, should 
have the controlling voice in the selection of 
other officers which might be appointed by the 
said St. Louls Court of Appeals, and that by 
such inducement he, the said Bland, secured the 
promise of said Bond to vote for the election of 
said North for Reporter, and secured the with- 
drawal of said North from the canvass, and the 
substitution of his own name in place of that 
of said North, whereby very many votes were 
secured for said Bland, which would otherwise 
have been givem for said North. 

5. That the said Bland was guilty of the vio- 
lation of the seventh section of said act by not 
filing with the Secretary of State and with the 
Recorder of Deeds of the county wherein the 
said Bland resided, and within the time re- 
quired by said act such a sworn statement of 
his expenditures and promises as said act re- 
quires, to-wit: A statement setting forth in de- 
tail all sums of money (except all moneys paid 
for actual traveling expenses, including hotel or 
lodging bills), contributed, disbursed, expended 
or promised by him, and to the best of his 
knowledge and belief, by any other person or 
persons in his behalf, wholly or in part in en- 
deavoring to secure or in any way in. connection 
with his nomination or election, or in connec- 
tlon with the election of any other persons at 
said election, and showing the dates when, and 
the persons to whom and the purposes for which 
all such sums were paid, expended or promised. 

6. That at said election the amount expended, 
contributed and incurred by said Biand for the 
purpose of securing his own nomination and 
election and.the amount expended by other per- 
son or persons wholly or in part with his 
knowledge for said purpose, exceeded in the ag- 
gregate the sum of seventeen hundred and 
thirty-two dollars and sixty-two cents, which 
was the amount authorized to be expended by 
any one candidate for judge of the said St. 
Louls Court of Appeals, in furtherance of his 
nomination and election by the provisions of 
the act herein above recited. 

The undersigned herewith tenders his bond 
payable to the State of Missouri in the penal 
sum of one thousand dollars, subscribed by him- 
self and two sufficient sureties, who are free- 
holders of the State, and who have justified in 
double the amount of the one’ of the bond 
exclusive of all their debts and liabilities, and 
requests you, as Attorney General of the State 
of Missouri, to institute an action for the pur-

Mr. Carroll wanted to know the object of 
adjournment and Gast explained that as 
two members were to leave Thursday even- 
ing on the junketing tour, and as the ab- 
sentees would be interested in certain im- 
portant measures pending it would be cour- 
tesy to them (Messrs. Uthoff and Kratz) 
to adjourn during their absence.
